The state railroad commission, as 


a part of Us "Safety First'.' campaign 
has addressed an appeal to drivers of 
school busses urging care in crossing 
railroad tracks In a letter the com- 
mission calls attention to the follow- 
ing: 


"The majority of accidents at rail- 


road grade crossings are the fault of 
the driver of the vehicle. 


"All crossngs are dangerous. Sta- 
tistics show that more accidents oc- 
cur at crossings where trains may be 
seen tor half a mile or more than on 
blind crossings. 


"It is impossfble to judge the speed 


of an approaching train. Passenger 
trains run from 45 to 6* mles per hour 
in the open country; freight trains av- 
erage from 25 to 45 miles per hour. 
A train running 60 miles per hour 
moves 88 feet per second, and at 50 
miles per hour, moves 73 feet per 
second. An automobile or other ve- 
hicle can be easily stopped, whereas 
the speed of a train can scarcely toe 
slackened, after it is apparent that the | 
driver intends crossing ahead of a 
train. 


"Drivers of busses should exercise 


great care in crossing railroad tracks 
not only as a matter of safety, but 
also as an object lesson to the child- 
ren. 
It the children are impressed 


with the necessity of using care in 
crossing railroad tracks, they will be 
very likely to use the same degree of 
care when driving a car or team them- 
selves. On the other band, if drivers! 
of school busses take chances 
onj 


railroad crossings, 
(and 
they are1 


taking chances unless they positively 
know there is no train within a half 
mile) the children will later do the 
same thing, and it is only a question 
of time when a fatal accdent will oc- 
cur. 


Don't Take Chnnre 


"Do not depend on a railroad time 


table to determine whether or not 
trains have passed. Passenger trains 
are frequently late, especially in the 
•winter time and during bad weather 
Freight trains may be expected at any 
hour, since comparatively few of them 
are operated on a regular schedule.

crossing a railroad track, the driver | 
of a bus should come to a full stop 
and have someone go ahead to make 
sure that no train is approaching. We 
ask your cooperation in our efforts 
to reduce thex train crossing acci-i 
dents."

During the last year 900 pullets from 


all parts of the East, have been devot- 
ing their energies solely to egg lay- 
ing, and have established envla'ble 
records for themselves. The contest- 
ants entered by poultry raisers for 
the experiment-contest, laid 139,477 
eggs in the year, or an average of 
152.11 per pullet. 


Lays 252 Eggs 


A single comb White Leghorn own- 


ed by F. J. Loveland, of New York, 
carried off first prize with 252 eggs. 
Mr. Loveland's white Leghorn pen al- 
so carried off the pen prize with a 
total of 3,739 eggs. There were 107 
pullets out of the 900 entered, that 
produced 200 or more eggs. 


The second, or breeding phase of 


the contest, will continue through 
March, April and May, each bride be- 
ing allotted a setting of 10 eggs. The 
hens will not be permitted to hatch 
their own families, however, this de- 
tail being attended to in incubators. 


Next fall, 20 pullets from each pen- 


one from each hen's brood as far as 
possible—will be selected and placed 
in the pens their parents occupied. 


Tests as to their skill at layers and 


parents, conducted during the follow- 
ing season, will conclude the contest. 


The objects of the contest, which is 


supported by a $15,000 appropriation 
of the legislature and by fees from 
entrants, are: 


To encourage selection of stock and 


a closer study of the physical char- 
acteristics which determine a bird's 
producing and breeding ability. 


To furnish each poultry raiser with 


an accurate record of eggs produced 
and the breeding ability of each hen 
entered. 


To return-Jo the farm at the end of 
ach year some registered birds with 
their records of performance which 
may be used in establishing a definite 
and successful method of breeding. 


And to demonstrate to poultry rais- 


ers 
the methods and practices in 


breeding and management that will 
r\ 
lead to higher production au8 greater
